The prior art of records to and all other cited references, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to teach or fairly suggest the specific structure or the method of a holographic ROM system 
comprising, among other things, mask for modulating a certain portion of the expanded laser beam 
to thereby generate a signal beam which is directly provided a holographic medium and sifting the 
remainder portion of the expanded laser beam to thereby generate reference beam which is provided 
conical mirror reflecting the reference beam toward the holographic medium, wherein holographic 
medium includes: a recording region onto which both the reference beam and the signal beam are 
projected; and a transparent region which passes through the reference beam sifted by the mask, to 
thereby provide the reference beam to the conical mirror as set forth in the claims combination.
